RECORD BUILDING, 
MANUFACTURING 
ACTIVE, IS REPORT 


While wholesale trade in Atlanta 


is halting onaccount of the ap- 
parent belief of the retailer and 
the consumer that prices are on the 
decline, manufacturing and building 
continue at high speed, according 
to the weekly report of the local 
office of the Bradstreet company to 
the trade journal of that concern 
Wednesday afterndon. 

The report in detail is as fol- 
lows: 

“Wholesale trade is quiet. Coun- 
try merchants are not inelined to 
place heavy orders for. fall ship- 
ment. Department stores and large 
retailers of clothing and dry goods 
lines are doing only a fair busi- 
néss, although prices on some com- 
modities have been reduced. Small- 
er merchants who have stocks out 
of proportion to that usually car- 
ried find trade falling off notwith- 
Standing clearance sales which still 
continue, the consumer evidently 
believing prices will still fall lower. 
Collections in all limes are slow. 

Manufacturing is active. Build- 
ing is very active with a shortage 
of materials. Building ‘for’ the 
month has broken all previous rec- 
ords. The labor situation generally 
Seems considerably improved, al- 
though concessions to the unions 
have not been generally made. Con- 
tinued dry weather has given farm- 
ers an opportunity to.clean up, but 
has retarded the growth to some 
extent of veretable crops. The cot- 
ton plant is doing well. The weevil 
in some sections is prevalent and 
a serious shortage from this cause 
is anticipated. Corn is maturing 
rapidly and the crop will be large. 
A record crop of peaches is predict- 
ed: The berry crop is good, but a 
shortage of sugar will prevent can- 
ning to any considerable extent.”

Complete and systematic investi- 
gation conducted by the American 
Cotton association throughout the 
length and breadth of the cotton 
belt brings to light the following 
results: 

The growing cotton crop shows a 
condition of 68 per cent: acreage 
reduction 3 per cent. The crop is 
four weeks late, Tne srowing crop 
had the latest start known in the 
last half century. The entire cot- 
ton producing section was flooded 
with rains during March, April and 
most of May, showing an increase 
of rainfall since January 1, 1920, of 
10.21 inches over the-.same period 
for 1919. These rains were accom- 
panied by cold weather. The’ loss 
in temperature as compared with 
1919 amounted to more than 263 de- 
grees, the cold nights still contin- 
uing.« 

The mild winter, wet spring and 


the late start of the crop are three 


factors that add ‘seriously to insect 
damage. We are facing the cer- 
tainty of a sixth short cotton crop, 
this -resulting in a most serious 
problem to the world, an _  insuf- 
ficient supply of clothing. 

The Labor Problem. 

At the outbreak of the war the 
federal government encouraged the 
south to diversify its crops; this 
plan has spread not only on account 
of its popularity but on account of 
necessity. The producer’ through 
actual experience hag realized the 
great benefits to accrue by raising 
his food and feed crops ‘at home. In 
addition to this on account of the 
enormous, shortage of agricultural 
labor and the inefficiency of same, 
and his inability to compete . with 
other lines of industry today, he is 
diversifying his crops and planfing 
of other crops that can be culti- 
vated and harvested with machin- 
ery, to fill the great shortage of 
labor. 

We find that since 1914 two mil- 
lion laborers’ have left the cotton 
fields of the south. Agricultural 
labor today shows a shortage of 
two million as compared with pre- 
war conditions, and is extremely in- 
efficient.

He. It is -virtually . universally 


g@réed that our présent system of 
taxation is faulty, unjust and cum- 
bersome, defeating its own ends. It 
is perhaps the best that could be 
done in the exigencies of war haste 
and necessities, but the war is now 
over and ‘it is time for a readjust- 
ment to peace conditions. 

Both the excess profits and the 
income taxes contribute to the high 
cost of living and the general ex- 
travagance. Particularly is this true 
of the excess profits tax, which is 
an invitation to pad cost of produc- 
tion and to all Kinds of extrava- 
gance on the theory that otherwise 
the government would get the 
money. On the other hand state 
and municipal bonds being tax 
exempt because of constitutional in- 
hibitions, are im tremendous  de- 
mand by those not in active busi- 
ness by which to escape surtaxes. 
Those who are in active business 
are taxed above an arbitrary figure 
which may or may not represent a 
fair return on their operations. 

The thought is gradually making 
its way in the public miind that the 
best remedy for our taxation dilem- 
ma. is to reduce it to itg lowest 
terms, simplificatton which will 
spread itself evenly over the whole 
people. This is sought to be ac- 
complished by means of a sales tax, 
say of 1 per cent. This is easily 
collectible and is levied upon the 
outgo rather than the income, and 
would at once place a check upon 
extravagance. There will, of course, 
have to be a normal income tax, 
otherwise absentee landords and 
owners of securiti¢és woud escape 
taxation.
